Two large murals by the Bra- 
zilian artist Candido Portinari 
will soon go on display at the 
United Nations headquarters ac- 
cording to an announcement just 
made public by the organization. 
No date has been set but it is 
believed that unveiling ceremonies 
will be held in the Fall. 

“War” & “Peace” 

The murals are “War” & 
“Peace,” and constitute part of 
Brazil’s contribution to the orna- 
mentation of the buildings of the 
United Nations in New York. 
Contracted for in 1953, the murals 
occupied most of the famous 
artist’s energies for three years. 

“War” and ‘Peace” were ex- 
hibited briefly in Rio de Janeiro 
in the spring of 1956. Because of 
their size they were shown in the 
Teatro Municipal, one of the 
largest indoor gathering places 
in the city. It was felt that to 
have displayed them elsewhere 
would have seemed incongruous. 
This fact will give those familiar 
with the Teatro some idea of the 
dimensions of the paintings. 


Press Discussion 


Because of the nature of the 
paintings reaction expressed itself 
over a very wide range. Viewers 
in Rio de Janeiro found the placid 
“Peace” more in keeping with 
their reactions toward art works 
in general and found “War” dis- 
turbing. As was to be expected, 
discussion in the press was lively. 

The artist is the subject of a 
book published very recently in 
Rio de Janeiro, Retrato de Porti- 
nari, by Anténio Callado.

Sr. Parsifal Barroso Ties 
Together Salaries and 


Purchasing Power 





Brazil is now experimenting 
with a new wage-payment policy, 
one based upon the cost of living. 
It has found favor with many 
economists on a world wide basis. 


Sent to President 

The Brazilian Minister of La- 
5or, Sr. Parsifal Barroso, has just 
sent on to the President of the 
Republic a bill which institutes a 
sliding-scale system of wage pay- 
ments. Under it salaries come up 
for review every six months in 
accordance with the cost of living 
indices. 

It thus provides for automatic 
adaptation of the nominal wage 
to variations in the cost of living 
in such a way as to maintain a 
constant in purchasing power. 
This is the point of view of eco- 
nomic specialists who favor it. 


Enthusiastic Support 

The plan has found enthusiastic 
supporters among such world-re- 
nowned economists as Jean Mar- 
shal, author of Cours d’Economie 
Politique, William E. Mesher and 
J. Donald Kingley, authors of 
Public Personnel Administration, 
and others including Maurice 
Debb, Jean Louis Payart and Paul 
Samuelson. 

The plan was adopted for the 
first time in 1948 when Gen- 
eral Motors decided to use it as 
a method of wage payment. Since 
then it has been followed by some 
other very large concerns in the 
United States. According to the 
various reports written on it, the 
plan has worked successfully.

Of the more than two and a 
half million tons of iron ore ex- 
ported by Brazil in 1956, the Com- 
panhia Vale do Rio Doce shipped 
over ninety per cent or 2,270,138 
recent figures show. The 
company’s exports last year were 
than those in 1954 by 
700,000 tons or about forty-four 
per cent. 


Production Up 

Production of iron ore in 1956 
rose thirty-nine per cent over 
1955 and more than forty-four per 
cent over 1954 at this company’s 
mines, which are at Itabira, State 
of Minas Gerais. 

The high quality of ore extrac- 
ted at this location has become 
famous. Analyses of this ore have 
shown averages of sixty-nine per 
cent iron and twenty-two per cent 
phosphorous, levels unequalled 
elsewhere in the world. 

Exports of iron ore from Bra- 
zil go chiefly to the United States, 
Europe, Canada and Japan. For 
the first time fine hematite was 
exported from Brazil in 1956. 


Company’s Sites 

From the mines at Itabira to 
the loading docks at the port of 
Victoria, a distance of 560 kilo- 
meters, the Companhia Vale do 
Rio Doce operates the Victoria- 
Minas Railway, owned by the 
company. Since July, 1956, the 
capacity of this road has been 
three million tons a year.

Application 

It will apply in Brazil as fol- 
lows: It will assure to all workers 
covered under the Consolidated 
Labor Laws in effect since 1943 
an automatic wage adjustment 
every six months as long as the 
consumer price index in the local 
region or the geo-economic region 
varies in the previous six-months 
period by as much as five per cent. 

When, however, in the two semi- 
annual periods of the same year 
the consumer price index for each 
period falls less than five per cent, 
an adjustment will be made at the 
end of the second period if the 
arithmetic sum be equal to or 
greater than eight per cent. If, 
however, in the second semester 
the price index is equal to or 
greater than five per cent, and is 
in the preceding half year less 
than this percentage, the read- 
justment will be made on the basis 
of the arithmetic sum of the per- 
centages of variation in the two 
semi-annual periods. 


Five Regions 

For the effective application of 
the law, Brazil is divided into five 
geo-economic regions, with re- 
gional subdivisions. 

Some of the sections of the law 
are also commented upon in the 
Ministry of Labor Bulletin from 
Rio de Janeiro. The third and 
fourth sections of the law define 
the terms sliding-scale salary and 
base salary respectively. Article 
fifteen specifically mentions the 
coverage of domestic workers who 
receive wages in kind and in 
money. 


Others Covered 

Contractors and those engaged 
in what are regarded as unhealth- 
ful occupations, as well as those 
who work with inflammable ma- 
terials, are also given the advan- 
tages of coverage under the law.

This is the kind of story that 

pioneers delight to tell. It con- 
cerns the settlement of a new area, 
a virginal plateau which the can- 
niness of the trail blazer recog- 
nizes as the right spot, the long 


sought for location to begin build- | 


ing. 


Epic Tale 

But this story also has epic pro- 
portions. The pioneers in this case 
were experts, trained in geogra- 
phy and community planning, 
with a knowledge of history and 
the urges that prompt men to 
move forward, with equipment 
that brings the aid of science to 
the hand of the groundbreaker, 
whose instructions were to go 
westward to help a 
found a new capital. 

They did, and in a spot which 
the now outdated maps refer to as 
the Formosa Central Plateau, 
near the city of Anapolis in the 
State of Goids, they selected an 
area comprising four hundred 


people to 


square miles for Brazil’s new cap- | 
ital. To be known as Brasilia, 


it is high above sea level, and the 
temperature is cool the year round. 


Mild Climate 
These characteristics will prove 
to be great assets in a community 
charged with the function of ad- 


ministrating the government of a/| 


vast nation. Foreign officials ac- 
credited to it will find the climate 
congenial no matter what the 
point of their origin. And the new 
capital is only five hundred and 
fifty miles from Rio de Janeiro 
and much nearer the geographical 
center of the country. 

Before leaving the comparison 
with the epic, it should be noted 
that the provisional name given 
to the area was Vera Cruz, the 
first name given to Brazil by its 
discoverers. But now the new cap- 
ital is to be known as Brasilia, 
and under this name it is being 
developed and is to be opened of- 
ficially, according to schedule, in 
1961.

Standing on what is to be the most important boulevard in Brasilia, the President of the Republic inspects 
|the pilot plan of the new Federal District with the aid of its prize-winning planner, Sr. Licio Costa. The | 
Avenida Monumental will connect the Presidential Palace, the House of Congress and the Supreme Court. 
Its name was later changed to the Axis Monumental. Present plans refer to it as the Plaza of the Three 
Powers. The entire project is very close to the heart of President Kubitschek.

Near Planaltina 

Actually the plateau may be 
said to rise in the form of a tri- 
‘angle beginning at the 25th kilo- 
meter marking in a southwesterly 
direction from the town of Planal- 
|tina in the State of Goids. The 
arms of the triangle are rivers, of 
which there are several in the 
‘area, though some are small and 
quite unnavigable. 

The plateau itself, remarkably 
level and gently following the 
banks of the several streams, of- 
fers an open invitation to build 
there an urban center which it 


will support with its natural re-| 


sources. 


The surrounding territory is| 


ripe for development of agricul- 
ture and animal husbandry, both 
of which will be needed to provide 
food for the half million persons 
who will live and work in Brasilia. 
Since no manufacturing will be 


permitted by the zoning laws of | 


the new capital, its economy will 
result mainly from the existence 
of the federal offices and service 
‘and allied industries. 


Historical Data 
Historically the idea of a capi- 
tal in the Nation’s interior goes 
back to the Inconfidéncia Mineira, 
which is associated with the eight- 
eenth century Brazilian martyr, 


“Tiradentes”, for whom Brazil ob- | 


serves a national holiday on April 
21. One of the demands of the 
heroic band was for the removal 
of the capital to Sao Joao del Rey,

This is the prize-winning sketch of the lay-out of Brasilia, which earned for Sr. Lucio Costa Cr$1,000,000. The resemblance to an airplane is 
noticeable at once and has already given rise to the remark that the plan befits a capital in the air age. The shaded area forming a rough 
triangle at the base is the artificial lake, which will be a feature of the landscape.

Model of the Residential Palace of the President of Brazil 


The residence of the President of Brazil is one of the first structures which will be built. Located on a little neck of land removed from the 
center of activity of the city, the Presidential Palace will be the symbol of all Brasilia. Its architect, the world-renowned Oscar Niemeyer, has 
decided to make the columns the expression of the aspirations of the age. In some explanatory pencil sketches, Sr. Niemeyer points out the 
“Greekness” of classical columns. He indicates that later changes in other ages have despoiled the classical columns of their meaning. 
Rather than be a mere imitator, Sr. Niemeyer has designed these strikingly new columns, which, in an age devoted to the conquest of the 
air, are constructed so that they seem hardly to do more than rest on the ground. In the center is the “Casa Grande” or Mansion. To the left 
is the Domestic Service Building. In the same line running to the far right is the Presidential chapel. The “el’’-shaped extension comprises 
the administrative offices and the admissions gate.
